Jud 
Glasson Swallows 
Nauseating 


Powder which was Substituted 


for Strychnine. 


LEAVES A NOTE TO HIS FAMILY 


Becomes Despondent Because of his 


Failure to Overcome Appetite 


for Liquor. 


F. C, Glasson, familiarly known as 
“Jud,” a “ffesident of Redding town­ 
ship, was prevented from committng 
suicide this afternoon when a harm­ 
less but nauseating powder was sub­ 
stituted when he called at a local 
drug store for strychnine. 
He emp­ 
tied the contents of the package in a 
glass of beer which he purchased at 
Pauley’s saloon and drank the mix­ 
ture which caused him to become ill. 
Glasson 
is forty-seven 
years old. 
Mrs. Glasson was called here this 
afternoon on account of her hus­ 
band’s 
ilness. 
She 
said 
he 
had 
tried to take his own life several 
times during the last five or six years 
as he had become despondent over 
his failure to overcome his appetite 
for liquor. 
She produced a note 
which was written by her husband 
Wednesday 
night 
and 
which 
she 
found in his room today. 
The note 
read: 
“My dear wife and child Grace: 
“I am going to an institute, drink 
cure, or to my grave. 
I Jove my fam -1 
ily. 
Kiss our own dear child and 
think of me often. 
“JUD.” 
Mrs. Glasson said that she knock­ 
ed a glass of carbolic acid from her 
husband’s hand recently when he 
started to drink it with a threat that 
he would end his life. 
She also stat­ 
ed that he had written 
her many 
“farewell” notes during the last few 
years. 
She declared that he does not 
attempt to take his life when he is 
sober but becomes despondent while 
is is under the influence of liquor. 
Glasson’s attempt to commit sui- 
eide today was frustrated by a clever 
scheme of Dr. I). L. Prall on whom 
Glasson called early today, 
lie told 
Dr. Prall that he 
wanted 
to 
quit 
drinking and wanted to get control 
o f himself. 
Dr. Prall reasoned with 
him and said he took him to John Col­ 
vin’s where a seance was arranged. 
It was there that Glasson was p e r ­ 
suaded that he should not take his 
life and he gave to Colvin a package 
containing strychnine. 
After leaving Colvin’s home Gla>- j 
son went towards the Southeastern j 
depot and was followed by Dr. Prall. 
Instead of going to the depot, how­ 
ever, lie went towards the saloon. Dr. 
Prall fearing that lq» had become de­ 
spondent notified tin1 drug stores not 
to sell him any poison but to sub­ 
stitute a drug that would cause him 
to become sick. 
Glasson is said t<> 
have called for the poison hut the 
directions of Dr. Prall were followed; 
which resulted 
in saving Glasson’s 
life. 
Glasson was quite ill this afternoon 
but his sickness is not serious and 
he will be taken home late today.

MANY CALL FOR MAIL AT 
CITY CARRIERS' WINDOWS 


Patrons of Local Postoffice Found 
Service Had Been Discontinued 
on Order of Department. 


Accustomed to calling for their 
mail at the city carriers’ windows be­ 
tween 6 and 7 :10 o’clock each night, 
many patrons of the local postoffice 
who had not read of the recent or­ 
der from the department, walked up 
to the windows as usually only to find 
them closed. 
Anticipating that all 
the patrons would not be apprised of 
the new order by Wednesday night, 
the 
clerks at 
tiie postoffice 
had 
placed a notice on tin* closed win­ 
dow-. but 
despite the 
notice many 
s?» pped to the general delivery win­ 
dow to make inquiry, 
“I just got to have ray mail to­ 
night,” one man was overheard to 
say to the general delivery window 
clerk. 
“My grandmother is expect­ 
ed to die any time and I am looking 
for word on this mail.” 
It was ex­ 
plained to him that the department at 
Washington 
had 
issued 
an 
order 
Wednesday morning that the night 
service should be discontinued and 
that in compliance with the order the 
carriers did not report after the reg­ 
ular day’s work 011 the routes. 
Oth­ 
ers 
had 
similar 
explanations 
for 
wanting their mail but in the absence 
of special order from the department 
tie local clerks had no authority to 
search out individual mail placed in 
the city carriers’ cases. 
The recent order 
will result 
in 
much inconvenience to many patrons 
hut the department does not believe 
that the continuance of the service 
was justified by the number of pieces 
of mail handled or the number o f 
patrons taking advanatge of the ser­ 
vice. 
A recent count of both w as 
made at the local office at the request 
of the department. 
The night collection of mail in the 
business district at 7 o’clock and the 
collection from the boxes in the ho­ 
tels at 11 p. m. have also been dis­ 
continued.

s e r v ­ 
ed or not. 
Any one of average in­ 
telligence and with a d etermination 
to take pains can become a good 
cook. 
And if American housewives 
would learn to cook so that they are 
competent to teach their employes, 
there would be fewer homes where 
the food is good , but the cooking and 
serving d eplorable.” 
Repeating: 
“ If American house­ 
wives would learn to cook so they 
are competent to teach 
their 
em ­ 
ployes there would be fewer 
h o m e s 
where the food is good , but the 
c o o k ­ 
ing and 
serving d eplorable.” 
The 
public school system has recognized 
tha t it i> necessary for every girl to 
know how to cook. 
It may be that 
she will never d o the actual work 
herself, but she ought to know how 
it, ought to be d one so she can in­ 
telligently instruct 
her 
employes. 
Such knowled ge is very valuable in 
planning a d inner. 
In fact, a house­ 
wife is greatly hand icapped 
unless 
she d oes possess a working knowl­ 
ed ge of the kitchen. 
Housewives may make excellent s e ­ 


lection of food but d " not know how 
to properly prepare it so that it will 
he palatable and at the same tinu 
preserve the greatest amount of nu­ 
trition. 
This is important and can 
bo learned by systematic stud y. Few 
housewives are 
“ naturally” 
good 
cooks. 
Ninety per cent of them no 
quire their 
enviable 
neighborhood 
reputation 
as 
the 
“ best 
cook” 
through d etermination, perseverance 
and experience. 
There are card inal 
principle" which are always applica­ 
ble to the preparation 
of 
certain 
c l a s s e s of food . 
A m astery of such 
principles is first of all necessary. 
Serving the food a f te r it is prop­ 
erly cooked is also important. 
This 
I- almost a separate a r t in itself. The 
table d ecorations, th^ ivrra nge m e nt 
ot the various d ishes of food and the 
even m anner in which the food is 
placed on the d ishes art* all factors, 
any of which must be given merited 
attention.

She has m ad e no effort to 
teach a theoretical d omestic science 
or to convey an id ea of food values. 
H er sole effort has been to make the 
( ommunity happier by giving it a b et­ 
ter prepared food at the same cost. 
Once in a month or so she has been 
able to persuad e experts from ne a r ­ 
by ed ucational institutions to speak 
to the settlement to convince the peo­ 
ple of the agricultural possibilities 
of the land in the hollow. 
In the twenty-two ye a rs that Miss 
Fox has worked among these people 
she has succeed ed in teaching every 
person over six years of age to read 
a nd write. 
The rotation of crops is 
being practiced to the vast economic 
improvement of 
the 
Hollow. 
The 
women a nd girls m a y go anywhere 
without attra cting attention by their 
od d 
d resses, f or 
the women have 
learned from 
M i s s Fox how to ply 
a need le. 
They have learned to cook 
and to enjoy well prepared food . In 
short the people of Uowbell Hollow 
have come to a full enoyment of life 
accord ing 
to 
accepted 
Twentieth 
( ’enturv stand ard s. 


When one hears the word s “social 
settlement,” the chances 
are 
that 
there is pictured in his mind ’s eye a 
vision of thickly settled tenements, 
with a conglomeration of nationali­ 


tie s and an organization of women 
striving to bring ed ucation 
to 
the 
people in the community. 
Thoughts 
revert automatically to J a ne Ad d - 
a nis. 
Between J a ne Ad d ams and Ad elia 
Fox there is a d ifference a s broad as 
the world , d espite the fact that they 
are both lead ers in settlement work. 
The bound aries of the 
Hull House 
settlement, 
where 
J a ne 
Ad d ams 
works in Chicago arc sharply d rawn. 
Those of the “ Cowbell Hollow” s e t­ 
tlement, where Ad elia Fox is at work, 
wand er all oer the hills of the blue 
gra ss region of Kentucky. The scat- 
U red population 
aggregates 
sixty 
families. 
No organization of women 
became interested in th i s straggling 
community. 
It was Ad elia Fox alone 
who, newly gra d uated from college, 
und ertook the settlement work, and 


h a s alread y d evoted almost a half of 
her life to it. 
Miss Fox was born and raised in 
Toled o, Ohio. 
Almost a q uarte r of 
a century ago she 
went 
to Berea 
College in Kentucky to complete her 
ed ucation. 
Very early in her life 
there she became impressed with the 
earnestness of the people about her 
and their need of lead ership. 
In the 
community of Cowbell Hollow, just 
below the famous peak of West Rin- 
acle, she Round sixty families and 
not a person among them with the 
remotest knowled ge of read ing and 
writing. 
She found the sam e need s, 
the same 
aspirations 
and d esires 
among the mountaineers that are to
